of the League of Nations will send 
a commission to the Balkans to 
investigate the causes of the Greco- 
Bulgarian conflict. This decision 
was reached at a secret session of 


the Council tonight, but the pro- 
gram as outlined is contingent up- 
on compliance by Greece and Bul- 
garia with the conditions of evacu- 
ation and cessation of hostilities 
laid down by the Council. 

The duty of the commission will 
be, first, to determine the facts; 
second, determine the responsibil- 
ity; third, decide the question of 
indemnity, and, fourth, study 
means to prevent a recurrence of 
similar outbreaks in the future. A 
report of the findings will be sub- 
mitted at the next session of the 
Council at Geneva in December.

Fatal Accident 


Prior to Crash Only White 
Light Visible 

Engineer 
Damage to Diver 


(BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE) 
BOSTON, Oct. 27,—Only a single 
bright white light was visible to 
watchers aboard the steamer City 
ot Rome until just before the col- 
lision in which the submarine 8-51 


was sunk on the night of Septem- 
ber 25, with a loss of thirty-three 
lives. This was the testimony of 
Timothy Dreyer of Savannah, Ga., 

third officer of the City of Rome, at 
the hearing of the naval board of 
inquiry today which Is investigating | 
the accident. 

Ordering Dreyer to bear to 
board, the captan sighted A — 
light, ordered the steamer hard 
aport, ordered the engines reversed 
and sounded a series of whistle 
blasts. After the crash came the 
captain immediately called out the. 
mates and turned out all hands. 
lifeboat was quickly put over, Drey- 
er said. He looked over the for- 
ward hold and reported ev ing 
all right below. e radio mast of 
the submarine aritted by close to 
the ship's side. 


UNCERTAIN OF COURSE 
Prior to the erash, the bearing 
of the white light held steady, he 
said. But he was uncertain what 
the vessel was or what her course 
was. Only when the red light 
showed, did he fear a collision. The 
light he said, did not appear do 
be drawing nearer and seemed & 
safe. distance away. There seemed 
to be a good clearing distance, he 
the red ligh 
showed, she seemed to be coming 
richt at“ them. 

The City of Rome was traveling 
at about 10 1-2 miles an hour at 
the time of the collision with the 
submariae, according to the testi- 
mony of Chief Engineer William 
‘Boll. Holl was in a social room of 
the steamer at the time, he said. 
The crash and the reversing of 
the steamer's engines 


ne room show 
the drifted past 
at about three or four miles an 
hour, he heard sqmeone calling for 
a line. Judging by the impact, 
he did not consider the damage 
serious. Five minutes later, after 
reassuring passengers and going 
into the engine room, he said he 
heard men working on the life 
boats. Whether they already had 
deen lowered he could not say. 

After the crash, he admitted, his 
interest centered in the safety of 
the steamer’s crew and the safe- 
ty of the cargo rather than of 3 
submarine crew.

NEW BRAUNFELS (Tex) Oct. 
27.—With construction well under 
New Braunfels, on the 
100,000-horsepower steam electric 
generating plant, to be one of the 
largest in the South, it was ascer- 
tained at the State Board of Wat- 
er Engineers that the company has 
a permit to use a large amount of 
water for cooling purposes in 
but pro- 
poses to use only a small amount 
of the water in the boilers to gen- 
erate the steam. The permit ob- 
tained from the State carries au- 
thority to use 168,760 gallons of 
water per minute, of which only 
forty gallons is for boiler steam. 
The remainder runs over the ma- 
chine to cool ft and increase the 
vaporization. of the steam. 
‘water is returned to the river and 
used for power purposes in hydro 
plants lower down.

Repeal of Levy on Capital 
Stock Sought 
Proposal Reduces Revenues 
$90,000,000

Industry Organized to Vage 
Bitter War 


BY WITAAAM P. HELM, R. 

A brand new  »proposal—the 
complete elimination of the capital 
stock tax on corporations—as the 
first step in the tax reduction pro- 
gram facing Congress is strongly 
advocated by one of the most pow- 
erful business interests in the 
United States, the organized lum- 
ber producers. 

This proposal, seemingly unex- 
pected in business circles, would 
decrease the revenues of the Fed- 
eral government by about $90,000,- 
000 a year, or one-fourth of the 
amount available for tax reduction 
of all kinds, but it would relieve 
corporations of one of the most 
burdensome requirements placed 
on them by the national govern- 
ment. 

Such, at least, is the opinion of 
the lumbermen. This great group 
of business leaders, representing 
more than $12,000,000,000 in in- 
vested capital, is out for a non- 
compromise fight to repeal the 
capital stock tax. Frank G. Wis- 
ner, president of their organization, 
the National Lumber Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, has prepared for 
your correspondent a statement of 
the lumbermen’s policy which is 
publicly announced here for the 
first time. Mr. Wisner says: 


DIRECT TAX 

“The capital stock tax as ap- 
plied to corporations since the 
Year 1918 and continued under Sec- 
tion 700 of the Revenue Act of 
1924, while designated as an ex- 
cise tax, is really, in effect, a direct 
tax upon property, as the measure 
of the tax is the value of the prop- 
erty of the vorporation. 

The law requires that the tax 
of $1 per $1000 be paid upon fair 
value of the capital stock of the 
corporation, Inasmuch as the 
Treasury Department holds, that 
for the purpose of the capital stock 
tax, the fair value of the capital 
stock must include, not only the 
capital, surplus and undivided prot- 
its, but also any appreciation of 
property, realized or unrealized, as 
well as the value of intangible as- 
sets, such as good will, trade-marks, 
Ste., which may in any way reflect 
themsel’és in the earnings of the 


thought to realize that there has 
been opened a vast field for dif- 
ferences of opinion and contro- 


treasury as to what should be con- 
sidered as the ‘fair value of the 
Capital stock’ for each year for 
which the tax is due. 


STUDY CONVINCES 


“A moment’s study of court de- 
cisions sustaining contentions of the 
capital stock tax section, decla g. 
among other things, that it evident- 
ly was the legislative intent to tax 
the entire potentiality of corpora- 
tions from which earnings or prof- 
ite might be expected to flow, will 
conv.nee business men that they 
should work for the elimination 
and repeal of a measure so diffi- 
cult of fair determination. 80 
fraught with vexatious problems 
and so absolutely unjustified in any 
reasonable and sane revenue meas- 
ure. 

“In the payment of the capital 
stock tax, there is required the fil- 
ing of separate returns, made out 
upon an entirely different basis 
from that used in connection with 
the payment of the corporation in- 
come tax. For the later, the books 
of the corporation should and must 
refiect either the March 1, 1913, 
value, or the cost of its property if 
acquired since that date, but for 
the purpose of the capital stock 
tax, the value of the property of 
any nature, tangible and intangible, 
is to be estimated and predicted 
upon ‘present values’ for each year 
for which the tax is to be paid. 


DEPARTMENT UPHELD 

“Thus far, comparatively few 
have had their returns questioned 
or investigated, and for this rea- 
son they have considered their re- 
turns as correct and tbe matter 
a closed tncident for the years past. 
The departmeat has, however, been 
in controversy with a number of 
taxpayers, having revised their re- 
turns and demanded additional tax 
upon its determination of the ‘fair 
value of the capital stock.“ and, 
from court decisions, evidently has 
ample authority for the determina- 
tion of such values. A number of 
these cases have been carried 
through the courts by the taxpay- 
ers and the department has been 
sustained by court decisions. 

“The average business man has 
not yet realized the difficulties in 
connection with this tax, but every 
day more of them are being rude- 
ly awakened. There is no justi- 
fication for Congress to continue 
the imposition of any tax. about 
which there cannot but be endless 
controversy, loss of time, expense 
and bad feeling between the tax- 
payer and his government. The 
amount of money required by the 
government can be raised through 
more equitable means, with less 
annoyance and expense, both to the 
taxpayer and the government, and 
Congress should eliminate the capi- 
tal stock tax at this time.” 

The lumbermen mean business. 
They are indefatigable in working 
at Washington for what they be- 
lieve to be fair and just treatment 
of their industry. Certain it seems 
that they will line up with them 
in their novel fight every big bust- 
ness interest which can be per-

FRUIT-EXCHANGE HISTORY GIVEN 


Rahno Mabel MacCurdy Discusses Factors Leading Up 
to Organization of Growers’ Co-operative 
Marketing Agency of Large Scope re |. 


By ahne Mabel MacCurdy 
For years it has been the thought 
of many within the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange that a 
record should be compiled of the 
factors leading up to the organi- 
gation of the growers’ co-opera- 
tive marketing agency of 11,000 


members, while the individuals 
who contributed to the movement 
are still alive and files and records 
re available. The volume which 
as just been completed is of in- 
terest and value to every one en- 
gaged in the growing and market- 
ing of fruite. 

The record has been couched 
largely in the words of the people 
living in the days depicted. The 
exhaustive search for documents 
covering the incidents of the early 
days im the California citrus indus- 
try has led into the knowledge of 
many interesting facts heretofore 
inaccessibie to the general reading 
public and unknown to the pres- 
ent generation of growers. 

The history deals with the in- 
troduction of the various fruits into 
the State of California, the devel- 
opment of the numerous varieties 
of improved fruits, the attempts 
on the part of the growers to sus- 
tain a market through organiza- 
tion of marketing associations, 
finajly resulting, through organized 
effort, in the forming of the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange on 
March 27, 1905. 

Willlam Wolfskill is spoken of as 
the pioneer in marketing citrus 
fruit, selling locally and shipping 
by sailing vessel or steamer to 
San Francisco, as up to this time 
Southern California had been out 
of the reach of railroad transpor- 
tation. Fruit for the market was 
hauled.to Los Angeles in wagons 
and from there transferred to 
steamer. The completion of the

Associated Gets Flow of 
3000 Barrels at Depth of 
5500 Feet

The record for deep production 
in California oll fields ts believed 
to have been broken yesterday 
when the Associated Oil Company 
completed its Lioyd No. 15 in the 
Ventura-avenue field, Ventura. The 
well was brought in from a depth 
of 6600 feet. . 
It is fowing, under a pressure of 
650 to 700 pounds, at the rate of 
3000 barrels per day, and is at 
the same time producing wet gas 
estimated at 30,000,000 cubic feet 
per day. This is under control and 
is being sent through the absorp- 
tion plant for the extrac of 
casing- head gasoline. 
The Lloyd No. 15 ts the farthest 
east and farthest north producer 
in the field, being high up on the 
hills above Ventura. Stratagraph- 
ically, it ss a little deeper than the 
Lloyd No. & which was completed 
by the Associated last week. 80 
far as is known, no oil well of 
similar or greater depth ever 
showed greater initial production, 
under such pressure, as the Lloyd 
No. 15 is dirplaying. 
The Ventura-avenue field is now 
produeſug between 30,000 and 35,- 
000 barrels of crude per day, and 
is putting out approximately 80, 
000,000 cubic feet of gas per day. 
Practivally a'l the gas is being 
run through absorption plants to 
make casing-head gasoline, and is

He 
added that so far as the upper 
basin States are concerned, Arizona 
ign’t particular as to whether she 
enter into a pact with them or 
not, because she feels herself suffi- 
ciently protected by the physical 
advantages afforded by the river 
within her boundaries against any 
encroachment above, but she would 
like to come to an understanding 
with Nevada and California. 


COMMITTEE REPORT 


Shirley C., Ward, a member of 
the Citizens’ Committee of Fifteen 
appointed by President Pridham 
of the Chamber of Commerce to 
make an investigation of the Colo- 
rado River project, presented the 
views of that committee. Briefly, 
they included the advocacy of a 
high dam at Boulder Canyon; an 
aqueduct to supply water to Los 
Angeles from the Colorado River 
and adequate provisions for power 
from the same source to meet the

The position of the Chamber of 
Commerce on the project wag out- 
lined by Atty.

B. H. Finley, Supervisor of Orange 
county, made a similar plea for 
that community; Chief Engineer 
Shaw of the water department of 
Long Beach, along the same line 
in behalf of that city, and Hiram 
W. Wadeworth, City Director of 
Pasadena, said the present water 
supply of that city cannot provide 
water for more than four or five 
years more, adding that Pasadena 
is heartily in favor of a high dam 
and an aqueduct, 


ON MEXICAN LANDS 


g. C. Evans, Mayor of Riverside, 
was the last speaker before the 
close of the session. His remarks 
were along the same line as the 
other representatives of outlying 
communities, pointing out the di- 
minishing water supply and his 
city’s indorsement of the plan ad- 
vocating a high dam. 

Mr. Evans declared he had 
searched exhaustively into the legal 
aspects of Mexican lands obtain- 
ing water from the Colorado River 
under the high flood-control dam 
and All-American Canal project. 

“IT could find no legal authority 
indicating that Mexican lands have 
the slightest legal or moral right 
for Colgrado water from the Colo- 
rado,“ he declared. But there is 
such a thing as we call comity be- 
tween nations and on the basis of 
comity it is probable that the Mex- 
ican lands now under irrigation, 
but only the land that is under 
such irrigation, will receive a suf- 
ficient supply of water.”

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Health

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DIET IN CHRONIC BRIGHT’S DISEAM 


It wasn’t very long ago that I 
ran an article on Diet in Chronic 
Bright's disease. Evidently we 
have an army of new readers, for 
my mail is deluged with questions 
on this subject, so I am running 
the article again today, with «a 
little more information added. 

Chronic disease may 
last for many years, so obviously 
we cannot keep a sufferer of this 
disease*on the very limited diet we 
do in the acute cases. Rather, we 
have to see that all of the body 
needs for food are supplied. But 
overweight must be avoided, and 
reduced, if present. The weight 
should be kept slightly below nor- 
mal. 
Because most of the protein 
wastes of the body are eliminated 
by the kidneys, we have to be very 
chreful that there ise no excess pro- 
teih in the diet, but, on the other 
hand, we have to be careful that 
there is not too little. 

One of the faults of the older 
treatment of chronic Bright's dis- 
ease was that through the fear of 
protein, the diet was kept too low 
in that food. The consequence 
was that all of the organs suffered, 
for tissues being protein them- 
selves, are made and repaired 
by the protein elements largely. 
One and one-half calories of pro- 
tein per pound of body weight is 
considered the minimum of protein 
necessary for well being, in health 
or any chronic 4 So this 
should be given, bug no more. 

Because the kidneys are weak- 
ened, we not only have to spare 
them excess protein, but we have 
to spare them excess work that 
would come from eliminating 
waste products from overeating in 
general. We also have to spare 
the the irritation which would 
resu from condiments (spices, 
mustard, excess salt, vinegar, te., 
the irritation from alcohol and nic- 
otine and In many cases tea, coffee 
and strong cocoa. Salt should be 
used only in the smallest amounts. 
In severe cases it may have to be 
omitted entirely for a while. 

We must see that the diet con- 
tains a preponderance of alkaliniz- 
ing foods, so the acid forming 
foods must be limited. The foods 
leaving an acid residue are starchy 
foods (breads, cereals and pas- 
tries,) cane sugar, flesh foods, eggs. 
and prunes, cranberries and plums 
(they have some benzoic acid 
which may irritate inflamed con- 
ditions) and rhubarb and sorrell 
(they have a small amount of ox- 
alle acid.) That leaves all of thé 
vegetables (potatoes included,) 
most fruits, milk and {ts products, 
and puts, for the major part of 
the diet. Two or three glasses of 
milk should be taken daily. 


As far as meat . concerned, it 
is not thought noW that red meat 
has any more waste products than 
white meat, and many physicians 
allow a small amount of meat in 
the diet ofjthe chronic Brighter. 
The glandular organs such as liv- 
er, kidney, sweetbread and brains. 
may prove injurious, because they 
have a higher content of purine 
bodies (one of the protein products 
which may irritate.) 

Plenty of water should be taken 
to dilute the normal waste prod- 
ucts. Constipation should be 
avoided by the inclusion of some 
bran or agar or mineral oll, or a 
combination of these. The skin 
must be kept active by moderate 
exercises and daily warm baths 
(followed by cool water if the re- 
action is good,) so that it does its 
share of eliminating. All other 
measures for health, such as sleep- 
ing in well-aired rooms, being in 
the open and sunshine as much as 
possible, adequate sleep and rest 
and mental poise, have to be prac- 
ticed. 

Let me warn again against over- 
eating. Holiday feasts have caused 
the death of many a man and

Opinion Says Officer Should 
Guide, Not Arrest 


Courts Crowded With Cases 
of Petty Violations 
BY ALMA WHITAKER 

Should our traffic officers and 
automobilists be enemies—a sort 
of permanent city feud? 

Or is it a case for the resump- 
tion of friendly relations? 

Would mutual respect and cour- 
tesy best serve the efficiency of 
the traffic ordinances of Los An- 
geles, or is it preferable to treat 
every citizen-driver as a potential 
criminal anyway, and every traf- 
fic officer as a mean and wicked 
ogre-tyrant? 

No, I don't @rive a car, hence I 


speak as an amiable pedestrian, or 


at best an occasional passenger— 
with friends in both armed camps. 

But normal conversational inter- 
course ig somewhat marred by the 
hectic and wrathful discussion of 
„tags in our fair city wherever 
two or three are gathered together. 


FOR LETTER OF LAW 


First, I hied me to Capt. A. W. 
Gifford, assistant chief of the city’s 
traffic bureau. I am afraid the cap- 
tain holds the poorest possible 
opinion of the innocence and vir- 
tues of motorists. He did not 
hesitate to declare that the traffic 
officers’ only business was to jolly 
well haul in any and every driver- 
citizen who did not faithfully and 
scrupulously obey any and every 
fota of the traffic rules. If they 
don't know the traffic rules, if they 
don’t meticulously obey the signs, 
if they get confused about left- 
hand turns and intersection turns, 
or fail to anticipate an officer's 
signals or run a front wheel a foot 
beyond a pedestrian line, or any 
other criminal offenses to which 
driver-citizens are heir to, the of- 
ficer “has just gotta tag ‘em, that’s 
all there is to it.” 

“But here and there an officer 
does exercise a little amiable dis- 
cretion, does comfort the sinner 
with a merely kindly admonition, 
does ‘have a heart’ while wielding 
his authority,” I murmured, “and 
I don't believe it encourages the 
crime wave.” 

But Capt. Gifford made it plain 
that he did not approve of officers 
being saddled with discretion, 
judgment, or any other things that 
complicate an uncompromising en- 
forcement of the traffic ordinances. 
Sure, if it could be proved that an 
officer had been abusive! Well, 
Capt. Gifford agrees that he ought 
to be civil about it—civil but still 
completely, unrelentingly tagful 


JOB IS TO AID 

Judge James Pcpe, who tries 
more than a third of the traffic-vi- 
olation cases, leaned to reasonable 
discussion. He, it appears, has 
been tagged himself under pecu- 
liary unreasonable circumstances, 

Both he and Louis C. Spiess, Jr., 
of the Automobile Club, agree that 
a traffe officer's duty is primarily 
to see that traffic congestion is 
relieved, to protect the public as 
distinct from the individual driver; 
in fact, to aid, guide, and regu- 
late, and that it is unfortunate that 
he shotid be regarded chiefiy as 
an instrument of swift punishment. 

And they both agree that the 
best interests of the city’s traffic 
conditions could be best served 
by officers capable of exercising 
discretion and judgment.

Then Judge Pope showed me 
two of ex-Chief Volimer’s fascin- 
ating charts about policemen.

Yet the judge is of the 
opinion that a policeman is at his 
most useful best at 45, and still 
valuable for his experience and 
judgment at 60.

In addition a three-story rein- 
forced steel and concrete bullding, 
in which much of the new equip- 
ment will be placed, is under con- 
sideration for construction, Mr. 
Mason said. This building will be 
one of the most modern in the 
United States, Mr. Mason stated, 
and will he designed to meet the 
rowing requirements of the bay 
istrict for many years hence. 
According to Mr. Mason, who 
returned recently from a business 
trip East, the growth of the Santa 
Monica Telephone Company en- 
ceeded that of any other independ- 
ent company in the United States.
